Reports on Fisheries Not to Be 
Presented to Respective 
Governments ✓ 



CONFERENCE IS PO'STPO'NED 



Disagreement Will Leave Re- 
gulations tinchanged for 
Coming Year 



Ottawa, uoc. — -Tiiai. thu r.io.mbcrs 
of the International liahcrlea commis- 
sion appointed under the treaty of 
April 8, 1908, between Great Britain 
and the United States, to formulate 
regulations for the operation of llsh- 
erles along the International boundary 
line from the Atlantic to the PacUlc, 
have di.sagrecd hq sorlonaly In the 
reports they have prepared for siil)- 
hilsyion to the (joveriinicnts of Canada 
and the United States as to render It 
Inadvlsabli.' to iire.seiit tlie reijortH at 
the present time was learned today. 
E\'cn the Unal conference between the 
commissioners, at which all uiillnlshed 
details of their work of last stimnier 
were to he dealt with, has been post- 
poned indednltely. 

The commissioners arc Prof. Prince, 
of the Canadian department of iQsb- 
orlea, and Dr. David Starr Jordan, of 
Leiand Stanford University, Callfor- 
•nla, an acknowledged expert on fish- 
eries. 

According to arrangement the com- 
missioners were to have held their 
lliml conference in San l-'ranclaco 
about the middle of the present month, 
and almost up to the day when Prof. 
Prince Intended to have left for the 
Pacific coast there was no hint that 
the meeting would not take place. 

About this time the comnilsslonora 
are reported to have exchanged copies 
of their recommendations respecting 
the operation of the flshorles along tho 
thousands of. miles of border line be- 
tween tho two countries, and each of- 
ficial found that his report In many 
Important phases was widely at vari- 
ance with that of the other. Under 
those clrciiiTistanccs It Is said to have 
been realized that a conference at 
this time would bo barren of results, 
and It was mutually agreed that tho 
meeting should bo postponed for six 
months. The consequence of this fail- 
ure of tlie coniml.ssloncrs to agree in 
respect to the most Impoi tant niatterrs 
nt issue win be that another year will 
elapse before any drastic changes can 
bo made in the reflations governing 
the fisheries of either country on sea- 
board or boundary-lakes and rivers. 

It la understood that the commis- 
sioners v.ill ne.xt summer attempt to 
get together and formulate report.-j 
which in the main will agree one with 
the other. It is said that tfie prin- 
cipal difference between tho c'^mmli- 
sloncr.s aro.se in connection with the 
l)ronuil.c;ation of regulatlon.s for the 
lake fislieries, which have for years 
been the cause of bitter contention. 

One effort of tho postponement of 
the final conference will be non-in- 
terference with the Pacific mast .sal- 
mon fisheries during the coming year, 
which will be the, season of the phe- 
nomenally large run of fish which 
takes place every four years. 



WILL SHORTEN RO'AD 

Great Northern Cut- Off Between Now 
Westminster and Blaine to Be 
Finished Shortly 

Vancouver, Dec. 24.— The contractors 
for the construction of tho Great Nor- 
thern cut-off between New Westmin- 
ster and Blaino via Boundary bay, 
have announced to the railway com- 
pany that they expect to finish the 
work before the end of the present 
month, and tliey are now arranging 
to turn the road over on January 1. 

It was announced today by the 
Great Northern railway company that 
an soon as the operating dopartmont 
of tlio railway has been in ch.arge of 
the cut-off for a few days and per- 
fected the details incident to its oper- 
ation it Is the intention of tlio com- 
pany to run a l)Usine.ssnicn'K excursion 
from Vancouver to Blaine. This ex- 
cursion win probably take place some 
time about the middle of January fol- 
lowing tho liollday season, when tho 
business community will have recov- 
ered its breath from the Christmas 
rush period.

WOLVERINE CAUGHT 



Rare Animal on Vancouver Island 
Trapped at Horno Lake— Wild 
Man Is Also Seen 



Nanaimo, Dec, 24. — William Buss, 
the well known resident of Quallcum, 
brought a wolverine to tho city ycs- 
t.vrday which ho caught in a trap at 
Horse lake. Wolverines are extremely 
rare on Vancouver Island, and pro- 
bably the majority of the oldest hunt- 
ers hero would deny that there was 
such an animal on the Island, .although 
they are quite }dentiLul on the main- 
land. Mr. Buss Is sending tho animal 
to Jlr. Ktirmode, curator of tin?' pro- 
vincial museum, Victoria. This is tho 
second animal of the kind that lias 
been seen in this district la many 
years. The wolverine b(-longa to the 
cat family, it Is a very cunning boast, 
and when cornered will light tenaci- 
ously for its life. They are the des- 
pair of trappers where they are plenti- 
ful, being very destructive. Tho ani- 
mal Is known by the appellation of tho 
'devil" among the French-Capadlan 
tr.ippera. 

J'he most sensational part of Mr. 
Buss' story of the capture of the wol- 
verine Is that • ho states he saw the 
famous wild man of Vancouver island 
near tho trap, who fled with amazing 
rapidity When he approached. Mr. 
lUiss does not treat the wild man story 
with tho levity generally used with 
this story, but firmly believes In tho 
wild man, and is as firmly convinced 
that he saw him on this last trip. Ho 
describes him in the conventional 
way of all those who have .seen him. 

The \Vellington Colliery company 
l)i-o]i(' ;ill records yesterday at the 
Cumberland mines, when over two 
thousand tons of coal were hoisted 
from their four mines. The output of 
number four mine alone was 1,240 
tons. 

Tho herring run In tho harbor, 
which has been largo for the i)ast two 
weeks, during which many hundreds 
of tons of llsh have been caught and 
ahli)i)ed to many parts oC the world, 
suddenly ceased on Tuesday night, and 
yesterday but indifferent catches were 
made, only very small fish in seureo 
(luantilles being caught. The llsh 
will probably return in as great num- 
bers as ever at an early date, this 
darting .away being an old character- 
istic of the llsh. The Jaiianeso aro 
very actively engaged In tho Industry 
hero this year, and are making largo 
shlpmenta dally to tho Orient.

Gave at Least $176,000 for 
Privilege of Handling Funds 
of Pittsburg 



MORE ARRESTS PROBABLE 



Voters' League is Assured of 
Plenty of Financial 

Backins 



Plttsbui-g, Pa., Doc. 21.— That at 
least $176,000 wu.t ijuid councilmi^n for 
the selection of certain bank.s as de- 
positories for tho city's funds has been 
almost positively established by evi- 
dence submitted and statements fur- 
nished by tho Voters' league and tho 
Scranton, Pa., detectives employed by 
the league to give this city a munl- 
ciijal housecleaninf,'. 

Whether all of the banks selected as 
depositories contributed to tills fund 
lias not been established. Ollicials of 
but one bank havo so far been arrest- 
ed, and thoy are charged with the pay- 
m.eait of $17,500 of the alleged bribery 
fund. That other bankers are to be ar- 
rested Is almost positively stated by 
those back of the Investigation. 

Mayor Guthrie, who refused to make 
contracts with the banks as authorized 
by the council, on tho ground that 
they were Illegal, said tonight that tho 
selection of the depositories is void 
because obtained by bribery and fraud, 
and that tho council can set them aside 
without tho formolity of court pro- 
ceedings, Tho period for which tho 
depositories wero selected will expire 
early In February. 

That other arrests aro to be made 
Is practically admitted by all con- 
cerned In the case, but tho present In- 
tention Is to let tho matter rest until 
after Christmas. Detectives are still 
at work, however, and If developments 
make it necessary, officers will close 
upon the suspects before the time now 
llxed b.v tho league. 

Tlio Voters' league has been assured 
of tho financial backing needed, it 
was stated by Vice-President H. B, 
English toniglit that tho league de- 
ponds wholly upon voluntary contri- 
butions, but Mr. English said any sum 
up to jnOO.OOO can he secured any time 
it is needed, without effort, ;jrofCors 
having been mode by the loading men 
of tho city. 



, Ruef's Sentence Delayed. 

Sah Francisco, Dec. 24. — ^The passing 
of sentence upon Rueif was today con- 
tinued by Superior Judge liawler until 
noxt Tuesday morning. The postpone- 
ment was granted so that the prosecu- 
tion might reply to tho numerous mo- 
tlonis and affidavits submitted by tho 
defence. The day was tho third con- 
tinuance since Dec. 10, when Ruef was 
pronounced guilty by a jury. The mo- 
tion for a new trial was based upon 
affidavits making gra\-c charges 
against Individual members of the jury 
which convicted the defendant. 



REVISERS OF TARIFF 
WILL WORK STEADILY 



Chances of Large Interests 
Taking Fight for Duties 
to Senate 



Washington, Lcc. 24.— Tho tariff 
framers met again today to continue 
tile work of preparing a tariff bill to 
bo presented to congress at tho special 
session to be called In March. 

While protection to Industries which 
must compote with cheap labor abroad 
will bo tho keynote of the revised tar- 
iff, much consideration will be given to 
the questions of raising sulScIent rev- 
enues for tho government Tho sub- 
committee of the house ways and 
moans committee is wasting no time 
in drawing up the new bill, and it 
will resume Its programme of daily 
meetings on Monday. 

The matter of revenues Involves 
more diflfloult problems than the pro- 
tective or other phases' of the tariff 
revision question. It Is claimed by 
some that the government has boon 
deprived of millions of dollars o£ rev- 
enue during the operation of tho Diiig- 
ley tariff because of the numerous 
changes made In the bin after it pass- 
ed the house of representatives. The 
changes were made principally In the 
wording of the rates of duty. 

It Is freely., said that numerous large 
Interests which will be affected by the 
new tariff law as It will be reported 
to the house, will make a strong fight 
when the bill reaches the senate as 
It comes from tho house. It is even 
said that Mr. Taft will veto tho bill 
if the seriate asks too many changes 
tending to Increase the rates of duty. 

Gift From Pope Pius 
Boston, Doc. 21. — Archbishop AVm. 
O'Connell received a gold tlmeplooo as 
a Christmas gift from Popo Plus X 
today. It came by special messenger, 
and was enclosed In a case mognlfl- 
cently carved. Both tho watch and 
case boar the papal coat of arms. 

More Tennessee Outlawry 
Nashville, Tenn., . Dec. 24. — On an 
Indictment from the court of Hum- 
phrey county, six men were brought to 
this city and aro In Jail today, charg- 
ed with whitccapping and Ku-Klux 
outrages, Tho order for their nrre.-jt 
was signed by tlie clerk of the Hum- 
phrey county circuit court. Besides 
these six, fourteen mtn'o men were 
arrested yesterday in Hiimphroy coun- 
ty charged with the .same offences. 
'rhcHo fourteen aro held in the jail at 
Waverley, Little is known of tho al- 
leged crimes of tho men and their ar- 
rest Isisurroundcd la mystery.

The president will not end 
his journey until ho has got ivjo ele- 
phants. Tho advlco recently given him 
that he will get no elephants on the 
route he has decided to take has caus- 
ed him to determine to go as far Into 
the Interior of Africa as Is necessary 
to get elephants. 

Wrongly Reported Dead 

Guolph, Out.. Dec. 24, — Eighteen 
years ago next June, the report ap- 
peared In tho papers of this province 
of the death of Corporal Morgan, of 
the Northwest Mounted police, who 
had previously left for England and 
had, after leaving Now York, been 
found dead In hia berth.

PROSPECT Of PEACE 
AMONG VENEZUELANS 



State Department at Washing- 
ton Takes Hopeful Vie^y 
of Situation 



Washington, Dec. 24.— With the tense 
feature of the "Veneauelan situation re- 
moved by the resumption of friendly 
relations- .between the .United States 
and that-country, the state department 
is awaiting developments. 
, In the meantime Special commis- 
sioner W. I. Buchanan Is now on his 
way thero for a conference with tho 
government of Acting President 
Gomez, and American warships are 
proceeding in that direction with 
friendly Intentions. The North Caro- 
lina, on which Mr. Buchanan is travel- 
ing. Is a swift vessel, but It is pro- 
bable that It will be a week before he 
has had an oiiportunity of consultation 
with the Venezuelans and Is able to 
communicate fully to the department 
on the subject. 

Tho gunboat Dohlln meantime will 
anchor at La Gualra and be in a po- 
sition to give assistance to the Vene- 
zuelan government In preventing dis- 
orders should any arise, and afford 
ju-otection to American Interests should 
there be need of It. 

A hopeful view is taken at the state 
department that peace and ord-er may 
Iirevall throughout Venezuela, and 
that bloodshed will be avoided. A full 
depondeuce is placed on tho ability of 
the special commissioner to success- 
fully conduct the mission with whih 
he has been interested. 

Only a passing Interest was mani- 
fested at the state department today 
over tho statement made by President 
Castro at Berlin amounting to a Vir- 
tual abandonment of his present claims 
to the presidency of Venezuela. No 
one would comment on It seriously.

Boys Found Wearing Black 
Masks and Imitating Gang 
in Their Play 



Union City, Tenn, Deo. 24. — The state 
today, in offering more evidence 
against the night riders, isummoned 
i'iiuir.a.T H. Cloar as its first witness. 
Tlios. II. Clear Is no relation to the de- 
fendant, Arthur Cloar. 

Thomas 11. Cloar was induced to 
join tho night riders by Arthur Cloar 
early in October. Tho witness was 
cool but careful. Cor , last Sunday a 
friend of one of them on trial told 
liliu lliat if he testified ho would bo 
killed before he left tho stand. 

On the night of Capt. Rankin's mur- 
der, Cloar went to Reolfoot Lake for 
fish, and met Bob Huffman and Bud 
Morris, two of the defendants. .Huff- 
man told lilm^ they had wanted him 
to join to get information as to how 
Union City was guarded, for thoy 
wanted to visit that place and "attend 
to" Judge Jones, Attorney General 
Caldwell, tho latter's father, a man 
SO years old. Judge Waddell, and a 
number of other prominent men who 
were urging the extermination of this 
night riders' band. 

The witness was told' that the: night 
riders were going to "giV' Rankin and 
Taylor that night, and he was nrged 
to go with them. He told them ho 
had no gun. that !i!s child was ill and 
that he could not go. Prior to this 
he had burned his mask and told his 
wife he would never go with tho rid- 
ers again. Ho was not present when 
Rankin was killed. Ho talked with 
Arthur Cloar, tho defendant, a few 
days after tho killing. Tho latter told 
the witness all tho details of the mur- 
der, and said that he, Arthur Cloar, 
was present when it was committed. 
A severe cross-examination failed to 
confuse the wltne.«s. 

During a recess today Judge Jones 
noticed a number of .slrl.^,ll boys in tho 
court room .and ordered them to re- 
tire. This was due to an Incident that 
the court noticed last night. A num- 
ber of boys had secured black masks, 
and -weria playing "night riders." They 
have been constant • attendants at tho 
trial and the court did not consider 
the effect good for their youthfiU 
minds. 

"W. A. Robertson, a Reelfoot mail, 
testified that he was 'solicited "by 
Arthur Cloar to join the night riders. 
He refused, whereupon Cloar told him 
the "riders" proposed to "get" Judge 
Harris, whip him and cut his head off. 
The night riders were never able to 
get Harris, who was one of tho own- 
ers of the W'est Tennessee Land com- 
pany, because he was well guarded 
at all times. His home at Tlpton- 
vllle is a veritable fortress, Tho 
grounds and approaches to it arc elec- 
trically mined, and it could stand a 
siege of weeks. AVliether this was 
known to tho night riders is not defi- 
nitely known, but they never attempt'-i 
ed to raid the Harris home.

Ii-'Ogtlis they apparently entered Mr. 
Withorspoon's ofllce, i.'''ailiiig to se- 
cure any cash, they tossed his books 
and papers in every direction and 
then wrote a message on tho typewriter 
to the owner to this effect: 

"If you don't Itavo the bank hlUa 
and cheques tho next time you will 
hear about It." 

Then the burglars evidently trooped 
to tho joint office of tho Paterson 
Timber company and tho Terminal 
Lujnbcr and Shingle company, wh"bcp 
they were again disappointed. But 
here tliey carried their resentment to 
the limit, setting Jlrc to tho office, 
after smashing the typewriter and 
tearing papiirs and books. There was 
a general alarm. Tho flro was soon 
extinguished. 

Now all four aro figuring out their 
losses. The damage by fire is about 
$200, while the damage by tlio destruc- 
tion of books and papers and loss of 
goods may reach $1,000.

Tlie now minister of works lia.s a 
most Important portfolio as u glance 
ill llic duties attacliod to that olllce 
will sl'.ow, In the llrst place it Ih the 
Kreat aijondlng department of the gov- 
t rnniont. A .large proportion of the 
rt'vonuo Is de1i:lyecl from tlio landu de- 
partment, and 'tlie works, people con- 
sistently spend as much as Mr. Tatlow 
can be induced to permit. 

This Is a new country, and public 
works, all of which entail expenditure, 
bulk largely in the work of the gov- 
ornnif.'jit. .Money Judiciously ■spent On 
road.s, trails, hridgos and so forth Is 
a factor in the deveiopniunt of the pro- 
vince, tlie iniportiinct! of wliich it is 
liard to csliinate. Hence conies the 
importance? of the portfolio of public 
works, for while tlie decision rests 
witli the executive In the last analysl."!, 
yet tlie recommendations of the ro- 
sponslblo minister naturally carries 
liiimensi; weight. 

At the la:-it session an act was jiaas- 
od (lellninfj In general terms the duties 
of the minister of works as well as 
those uf th-o imbllc works engineer, 
who Is the new minister's expert ad- 
viser. A reference to this act shows 
that all (:uesti(mH relating to the coii- 
I Ktrwctioii of iifw giivi-rnmeiit buildings, 
j roails, briilgrs and public worlis geri- 
I eraliy tall to tin' (ii'parlinenl of works. 
Slmilarl,^■ Mr. 'I'aylor will have cliargo 
of the maintenance, rejialr and heat- 
1 Ing of the Parliament buildings, as 
ivell us of the various court liousea, 
j gaols, reformatories. asylums and 
I otliiT juibilc Institutions In various 
I parts of the jirovitice. Bepatrs to such 
i buildings and tlio provision of the 110- 
eessary furniture also comes within 
the sumo category. 

The public works engineer Is sup- 
posed to provide tho necessary plans 
for all this work; and -generally to 
advise the mlnlstor- on all matter.s 
which may arise "requiring expert en- 
gineering treatment. 

Thus will It be seen that Mr. Taylor 
win have no sinecure. In a young and 
growing country like Britl.sh Columbia 
the expenditure of necessary works of 
a public nature is out of all propor- 
tion to the population, when older 
settled communities are taken as a 
basis of coinriarlson. In fact In many 
instances important and costly luiblic 
works have to \w. put through in ad- I 
Vance of population in order to enable | 
a district of Important possibilities to | 
be opened up. It is not nnllkoly that 
next year will see an amount si)ent 
oil iHiblie works which will exceed all 
former records, for the northern 
country which Is now opening up Is 
making many and insistent calls upon 
the exchefiuor, ,and so the minister of 
works will have numerous important 
problems to solve and conflicting 
fluestions to settle, the correct solu- 
tion of which will mean much for tho 
immc^dlato growth and prosperity of 
Liritlsh Columbia.

OXFORD AND THE PEOPLE 

Movement Nov; on .-oot To Broaden 
Sphere of University 



London, Dec. 2a. — Two of the most 
important questions in the future of 
(Jxford University are about to be 
answered, experimentally at least. 
The fiucstlons are: ■ ', 

How can the university be brought 
to the workpeople'? 

How can workpeople he brought to 
the university? 

The coinniltteo which lias been con- 
sidering .these questions, .and. is now 
preparing its report on them, con- 
sists of seven -representatives of the 
university, appointed by tlic vice- 
chancellor, and seven representatives 
nominated by- the cxncutlvo of the 
Workers ISducatlonai Association. 

Briefly, the. suggestions' of the com- 
mittee In thiilr ' report wtll be as fol- 
lows: 

Tutorial classes to be formed in 
selected centrc.-j, to give workers a 
two years course, with a. special cer- 
tificate from tho University Extens'oii 
Delegiicy for work, attendance, tmd 
proUciency at the end. 

Duly quallfled' stii'dfenti" f rom ' these 
classes to be given exhibitions by the 
various colleges to continue their 
studies for a diploma, as distinct from 
a degree, cout'so, . . 

The colleges, It Is hoped, will pro- 
vide these exhibitions, for they have 
large incomes, whereas tho university 
as a whole has little.

Paris, Dec. 26. — ^Prince George of Sef-

"We arc wall- 
ing, but -Ser^'la will never consent to 
P'-ilsh sliii'.tly. Slio Will employ all 
her moral and material strength to 
assure the possibility of her national 
development. In this slie will have 
the support of Montenegro, wlilch, in- 
presonce of tho danger threatenlngithe 
Servian nation, is united to us by in- 
dissoluble links. "We Itnow that the 
Servians of Bosnia and Herzegovina 
are .at one with us. Wo also seo with 
gratitude tliat public opinion in 
Russia has been deeply moved by tho 
blow which has been dealt at us. So 
I am sure that our Just and good caus.- 
must triumph."

.lives we should have oiitgiDwn ChrUst- 
nias lone ngo; wo should have forgot- 

'ten the very mitne of the good old 
Saint, of whom we speak so much on 
this day, which Is not his day at all. 
St. Nichola.s is the patron suinl of 
children, and we call hlin Santa Claus, 

. which Is his name in Dutch and much 
easier to say and much more mysteri- 
ous than St. Xk-iiolas. Thoro aro a 
few folic who do not believe in him, 
but they do not know. Ho is the most 

I real thing there is, and he works in 

■ our hearts and upon our minds, ac- 
,'compllsliing pjreat things, if we only 
;wHl liH him do so. 

St. Nielinlas Ii\-e(l about sixteen liuii- 
'^Ircd years ago. I-Iis lirjnn' was in 
• Asia Minor, and he was a hisliop. lie 
is a Saint in the Greek church and 
'his day Is December 6th. He Is th6 
. patron saint of Russia; also of chil- 
.dren and sailors, lie boeamo famous 
.as a giver of presents to young people 
'because of an Incident said to be 
• historical. A nobleman had three 
daughters, but was very poor. There- 
fore none of the knights -would marry 
, the girls, and St. Nicholas, liearing 
of this, threw a bag of gold throe 
nights in succession through an ojion 
window in the nobleman's house, oacH 
bag being tho dower of one of the girls. 
The nobleman cauglit hlni '.r. the act 
on tlie last niglil, but St. Nicholas 
made him promise not to betray his 
secret, and so the daughters were 
married and lived happy ever after. 
From this a pretty custom arose of 
giving- presents to children unexpect- 
edly on tho night of December 6th, 
but after a time the practice was 
changed from that day to Christmas 
' Eve, and children, hearing how the 
! good Saint had been so kind to the 
nobleman's daughters when he wa.s 
alive, readily believed that ho would 
be equally kind to them when he had 
'become a Saint, and so that he would 
know where to put his presents, they 
hung up their stockings or set out 
thvir shoes where he could fmd them. 
It was about the time of St. Nicholas 
that Chrls^as began to be generally 
observeil o\ December 25tli. Previous 
to that rierlod there had been a diver- 
sity of pr.-ictico In th.' dlffirent coun- 
tries where Christianity was professed, 
some churches celebrating It In tho 
summer months, others In January, 
and (illiors In October. At length Dc- 
ci'iiibi-j- LT.tli was agreed ujion as the 
day to be kci)t, probably because It 
correspended witli the pagan festivi- 
ties of Yulet'ido and the Saturnalia. 
The term "Noel" ' used' In connection 
■with Christmas l.s tho French name 
of the day and conies from the Latin 
Dies Nntalls, \vhicb meatus the birth- 
day. .And this is how we got Christ- 
inas atid the legend of Santa Clans. 

A wonderful thing about Christinas 
is the manner In which It Is strength- 
ening Its hold ni)nn the affections of 
the peo])le. On.- nilglit liiive sui)i)osed 
the facts would be .itlierwlse. We are 
all getting ;■.) iM|...n,'--cl>- jiractlcal that 
if wi- bad ilicidi d tn abolish Christmas 
and banish Santa Claus no one could 
have been In the least surprised. But 
we make more of tho day than over 
and keep up tlie llctlon of the bountiful 
Saint with ti persistency exhibited in 
" nothing else. There aro a few i)Oor 
timid souls, who would not let chil- 
dren believe in Santa Claus, because 
they thlni: it is c.alculiited to teach 
them to !-)(■ uiitrutliCul; but l)loss their 
good hearts, they never made a bigger 
blunder. It Is a most wholesome thing 
for little children to get into thelr 
minds tho Idea thint there is a mysteri- 
ous Giver of Good Things, who loves 
little ones and bb'sscs them. When 
they grow <jUi r^iumgli to detect the 
pious fraud of Sunta Claus they will 
havo learned the sweetness of giving 
' in secret, and be tho better for It, es- 
pecial!''/ If they constitute th.emselves 
•Into^ Santa (;;iaus for children youi-ig- 

■. er than thomBclVKS. The cult of Santa 
Claus is not dying; it Is stronger than 
over and, it will •^duro as long as love 

V flnds'' a place in our hearts, and this 

^!^wlll bo as long as there are little 

'children. 

' Tlio Increased interest taken in 

Clirl-stPias proves that the scntlmont 
underlying it is stronger Hian i-ver. 
What Is It that we aro doing today '? 
We are commomoratlng tho birth of 
tho Babe of Betiilehom. Thoro an. 
tons of thousands doing so, who liuve 
hardly since they were children at 
their mother's knnes given Him a 
jjerlous thought. They Join -> In the 
ceiebration, not because It is a religi- 



ous festival but because It is a day 
which ..nien.;;arei.devotlnB. every year 
more and 'more -.to peace and good will, 
and thus they aro unconsciously ful- 
filling tho Gospel. The story of tho 
Angel Messengers Is one of tho most 
beautiful In all Utertture. The shep- 
herds were watching In tho fleld when' 
they heard the "Multitude of tho 
heavenly host praslng God and saying: 
Glory to God in tho higlicst and on 
earth peace, gopftwlU toward men. " 
And so those who devote today to 
thoughts of peace and goodwill, and 
who during tlie past few days, or per- 
haps weeks, havo been thinking how 
they could make this festal season ono 
of happiness to some ono else, havo

A BUILDING RECORD. 

The Halifax Chionicle says tliat the 
claim made for the city In wnicu it- 
Is published, that "It leads the Dom- 
inion for the year in -the volume of 
building constructed In proportion to 
the population," is borne out by "com- 
parison of construction llgures of the 
different cities and towns of Canada." 
T!ie estimate of construction for 
Halifax for the year is $730,000, ex- 
clusive of buildings begun last year 
and linished this year, "and it such 
were included the total would sum ui> 
to one million dollars or very near It." 
The permits for the first eleven 
months of the year were G04 and tho 
value of the buildings for wliich they 
were g ranted was $715,575. Halifax 
has a population of about 42,000. It 
was slightly over 40,000 in 1901, and 
we assume It lias Increased since then. 
This gives an average per capita value 
of construction of $17, not a bad 
showing by any means. 

Now let us look at what Victoria 
has to show for the same period, and 
upon precisely the same basis as Hali- 
fax. We think we have about -10,000 
people living In Victoria and its sub- 
urbs, but In the city proper, from 
which alone it is possible to got re- 
turns, there are probably under :!5.000 
people. In the lirst eleven months 
of this year there were issued 528 
building permits, and the value of 
the jjtructures was $1,017,000 which 
may be stated at $30 per capita. The 
number of pi'rmlts in Victoria was 
one to every ll.S people; In Halifax it 
was one to every 70 people. Tabulat- 
ed the case stands this way:

TRAILS IN THE ISLAND. 

In the observations made by Mr. 
Sutton before tho Board,, of Trade 

coinmittee yesterday morning, ho laid 
si)eci;il slres.s upon the necessity for 
making trails to open Ihe Interior of 
Vancouver Island to prospectors and 
others. Notwithstanding the fact that 
tho island has about 7,000 inlles of 
coast line, and no part of it Is more 
than 20 miles in a direct line from tho 
sea, the' interior Is in-actlcally inaeees- 
slble for lack of trails. The forest 
growth Is so dense that prospectors 
can hardly get through it, and to carry 
enough food to enable them to remain 
in till- interior for any length ol' lime', 
is entirely out of the (luestion. 'J'he 
suggestion that such trails should 
be made is by no means a now one. 
I'^very tidmlnistrntlon has had its .-it- 
leution directed to the necessity for 
them, but always the dltllculty has 
beeir the expense. Wo suggest to the 
present administration the Importance 
of the proposed work, which is one of 
the thlng-3 that the new Minister will 
have to grapple with. The proposal 
Is not that expensive roads shall bo 
made, but only pack *rflil3 which 
winild not cost more than from $ri0 to 
$100 pin- mile. Ono of the suggested 
trails would bo from some part of 
NootUa Sound iicross tlie Island to 
meet the trails or roads on the east 
side, and from tlJis otlier trails could 
be extended north and south. We do 
not propose that a comjilete system 
shall be undertaken next year, but 
only that when a beginning Is made, 
and this, we submit, ought not to be 
delayed, a definite plan should be 
formed. ^Vo commend this matter to 
the tareful consideration of the .Min- 
ister of Public Works and his col- 
leagues.

? Acids and Fat. 

Fatty foods are not generally ac- 
counted as of a palataljle character, 
but It is a matter of some phy.slologl- 
cnl Interest that they often form an 
acceptable combination with an acid 
substance. Many people, for ex- 
ample, would refuse to eat a slice of 
very fat bacon unless it were ac- 
companied by a grilled or scalded to- 
',, mate. The acidity or acid flavor of 
the fruit seems in some way or other 
■ not merely to mask the richness of 
. the fatty substance, but positively to 
'' combine with It in some mysterious 
' way an agreeable flavoi-. The tempt- 
ation to many, again, to eat cream 
alone, says The Lancet, Is not very 
great but the sanie person com- 
pletely yields when the same cream Is 
. combined with fruit. How rarely, 
too, is roast pork served without the 
tart apple sauce. To servo it with 
sweetened sauce Is, of cour.se, a vul- 
gar error. Instances could be mul- 
tiplied,- but there are Innumeraljle 
acid Jellies served with certain rich 
meats; altogether the demand for 
combining with a rich fatty food an 
acid substance would •seem to rje the 
logical outcome of a dietetic neces- 
'. slty. In considering the ordinary an- 
•,8lmilative process of the body and the 

• chemical and physiological actions 
Mnvolved therein, It would not appear 
I- that the association of an acid sub- 
<! stance with fats could assist in their 
'•digestion. On the contrary the dl- 
) gestion of fat takes place In an alka- 
line environment. Neither Is there 

; reason for supposing that adds affect 
', the chemical or physical condition of 

• fat in a way that would prepare! It 
■ favorably "for assimilation. It Is more 

probable, -our contemporary thinks, 
that, after all, the question is one en- 
tirely of palate. Chemists can tell us 
of no neutralizing power of sugar 
over acld.s, and yet the addition of 
sugar to a tart beverage often makes 
It drinkable. Conversely, a bcvor.-igo 
that i.s "heavy" or mawkish because 
' of Its sweetnes.'j, may bo mado less 
sweet or "dry" by the addition of acid. 
•A familiar illustration of thiH la the 
' very excellent bevera.-je luiown an a 
' "lemon sfjuash." If It Is too sweet the 
addition of more lemon Juice .sulllccs 

• to reduce the sweet taste; If Jt Is too 
add then more sugar Is added to sup- 
press the tartness. — Weekly Globe. 



It is not generally known that Queen 
Alexandra, wlio celebrated lier birth- 
day recently. Is generally considered 
the most versatile of all the Royal 
ladles of Jilurope. Indeed her interests 
and actlvl^s are almost Infinite, and 
she excels eta a musician, a needlewo- 
man, a "whip," a water-color artist, 
a philanthropist, and, above all, a 
mother and mistress of a Royal house- 
hold. Of late years tlio Queen has 
shown a great interest in fencing, and 
formerly took lessons In this graceful 
art from one of the best known fenc- 
ing masters in the country. Her Ma- 
Jesty;s agility with., the foils Is re- 
markable, arid she has been described 
by her Instructor as a ''born fencer."

Her Majesty also has 
a large collection of the portraits of 
her friends and relatives, but prob- 
ably her most curious hobby is tht, 
keeping of the dlffer^t styles of hats 
and bonnets which she has worn for 
the last twenty years. Every hat or 
bonnet Is carefully ticketed, and upon 
eacl> ticket, are the dates of the most 
Important occaslbris on which that par- 
ticular ^at orbonnst was worn by its 
Royal' o'wner. ' 

King Haakon of Norway, who has 
lately been on a visit to England, i.s 
one of the most democratic of mon 
archs, which fact is probably due to 
his naval training. Ho has a great dis 
like for' all forina of ostentation, and 
when he llrst came to the throne h 
abolished the prolix of "Your Excel 
Icncy" for Ministers and other digni- 
taries, and even, it is said, desired to 
dispense with the title of Jlajesty. It 
was no doubt due to this that ho was 
at first known among his people as 
"Mr. King," and his geniality and 
lack of affectation have done much to 
endear him to the Norwegians.

Still, it 
cannot bo said that tho Liberal party 
was nut tolerably represented in a 
body which contained Lord Selby, 
Lord Courtney of Pcnwlth, and Lord 
Ribblesdale, and which had for its 
chairman Lord Rosebcry, whoso dir- 
ecting hand may be traced on every 
page of the rejiort. This committee 
was apiiolnted upon tho failure of 
Lord Newton's Bill last year, and it 
is no small tribute to tho perspicacity 
of that indefatigable advonato of re- 
form tliat tlie recommendations of the 
committee bear a very close resem- 
blance to the provisions of his Bill. 
It is Intorosting to note that what may 
bo called tho main princlplq of tlie 
scheme now formulated — tho limita- 
tion of tho hereditary right to legis- 
late — carried tho assent of the whole 
committee, with the solitary exception 
of Lord Ilalsbury.

satisfactory performance of legislative 
duties lay In the experience of affairs 
derived from tho tenure of high and re- 
sponsible office, or from active service 
Id public life." 

Tiiat la the keynote. The aim is to 
lirlng Into the House of Lords as many 
men as possible who liavo approved 
tliemselves wise and capable loaders 
)f men, and to secure through tho rop- 
ntativu peers that continuity of 
tradition and that position within tho 
Constitution wlilcli are exceedingly dlf- 
llcult to secure for a completely r/ovel 
creation. It Is proposed accordingly 
that 200 peers ahall be chosen by tho 
whole body of Peers \vhether of }Cng- 
land, Ireland, Scotland, or the United 
Kingdom, to represent them in the 
House of Lords. It is suggested tliat 
tho election should be by a sort of 
cumulativo vote, each hereditary jieer 
liavinK as many votes as tliere are 
representatives, and being at liberty 
divide them as he pleases. It Is 
not believed that the arrangement 
would lead to tlic party wirepulling 
which was suggested to as a possible 
bjectlon. These representative: peers 
would sit for the duration of a Parll/i- 
mcnl, not for life; so that there v/ould 
an opportunity to vary tho repre- 
sentative eleincnt in both houses with 
qual fretiuency. This urrangemont, It 
nmy bo niontioned, does not touch tho 
prerogative of tho Crown to create 
hereditary poorages. It merely reduces 
tho number of hereditary peers entit- 
led to legislate, and to bear tho title 
^, .of a' Lord of Parlhunent. Then there

to open a wide door to personal merit 
ur ' aistlnctlon in the public service. 
The two Archbishops are to sit by 
rignt during their tenure of their sees, 
but the rest .of the episcopate are to 
choose eight of their numoer to rep- 
resent tliem. f'lna^ly there are to.be 
life peers, not exceeding forty in num- 
ber, not more than -four to be created 
in any one year. Their creation gives 
tho opportunity to bring to tho service 
of tho country ^ien, of ability who do 
not meet the cohditlohs of admission 
to the house prfeviously indicated. 

It Is comput'cd' ' that under this 
scheme the House of Lords would con- 
sist of something imder 400 members, 
made up thus:— Three peers of the 
blood royal, 200 representative peers 
elected for one Parliament, 130 quall- 
lled hereditary peers, 10 spiritual peers 
5 Lords of Appeal in ordinary, and 
life peers gradually brouglit up to but 
not e-Kceeding 4U. The House of 
Lords would thus be reduced to about 
two-thirds of its jiresent normal 
strength. Only oue-half of It would 
represent tlie hereditary element pure 
and simple, and that half Would be 
placed under conditions tending to 
stimulate reliance upon something 
more than hereditary right. Tlie other 
half of tlic House would represent per- 
sonal merit, character, distinction, or 
eminent public Hcrvlces, whether in an 
olllciai or non-offlelal capacity. Tlie 
committee believe that in this way not 
only would the best men In tho coun- 
try be brought together to give their 
attention to legislation but that at the 
same time .there would be a great 
equalizing of party Influence. The 
committee do not aim at any mechan- 
ical adjustment of the majority in the 
House of Lords to correspond with 
that In the House of Commons, but 
they desire that the Government of the 
day should always, have a substantial 
following in the House of Lords. Fric- 
tion would probably be greatly reduced 
by llie cumulative effect of the changes 
proposed. The committee were tenijit- 
ed to go further and seek a mode of 
solving tho difficulty of a possible 
(leadluek by a referendum or otherwise, 
but they were so equally divided upon 
that ])oint that they agreed to regard 
It as beyond the limits imposed by 
tliclr order of reference.

RIghetti Brands Danto Jacopo's Story 
as a Lying Invention. 

In the ambition of an indifferent 
versemakor to pose as a great poet is 
to bo found tho reason for. the for- 
gery wlilch Prof. liUigi Bighetti claims 
claims to have discovered in Dantl's 
"Commedlo," whites a London cor- 
respondent. 

Dante's son Jacob Is recorded by 
Boccaccio to have been anxious to 
re-write thirteen cantos of the "Com- 
medla" which were Hujiposed to have 
been lost, and Prof. RIghetti suspects 
•Tacopo of havhiK hidden the manu- 
script of those missing cantos. Ho 
brands tho whole story of the appear- 
ance of Danto to ids son after death 
and tlie miraculous recover.y of tho 
mis.slng cantos as a lying invcmtion 
on the part of .Tacopo. who for some 
reason or other had at tho last mo- 
ment balked at passing off his father's 
poetry as his own. 

Jacopo, however, says Prof. Rlg- 
Iictti, did not hesitate to Interpolate 
his indifferent verso In his father's 
great poem. Not only > Is ■; Cantb : XI., 
In his opinion, a forgery, but also the 
llr.st strophe in Canto XX. 

Jacopo also was anxious to air his 
knowledge of tho ethics of Aristotle 
and to find a. place in the poems for 



his theory of the author'a intention. 
The Insertion of Canto XI., according 

to Prof. RIghetti, shows an intention 
CO enunciate a scientific system to 
wliicli tho different sin.s and their 
respective piinlshmont could be re- 
duced. Unfortunately tho forger fail- 
ed to inwnt a system wliich oi^actly 
squared with Dante's own distribution 
of sinners and their punishments jind 
Prof. RIghetti points out serious dis- 
crepancies - between the division of 
sins In Canto I. and in other parts of . 
the narrative. 

Prof. Bighetti also argues Ingen-' 
lously that Canto XI. throws the 
chronology of the Avhole "Commedia"- 
out of order. That It can be annul-*, 
led without loss and cvon with ad-'" ' 
vantage to tho poem aa a whole, that 
it contain.s phrases and expressions 
riulte un-Dantesque, that it Is of in- 
ferior merit to tlio rest of tlie poem, 
are other nrgumonts wliich Prof. 
RIghetti develops at; jer.gtli In his 
,book, "Dl un Canto False iiclla Com- 
media dl Danto," tho publication oC 
wMch has caused a tremendous sen^ 
satlon among Dante students In Italy,

It seems that the complainant hud laid 
out a boulevard in front of his pro- 
perty at her own e.>:i)enae, wliicli was 
being destroyed by tho cattle, and 
after several complaints had Initiated 
this prosecution. 

H. D. Helmcken, K. C, and J. A. 
Aikman appeared for tho durunse and 
made a determined onslauglit on tho 
bylaw. In tlie llrat place they claimed 
tliat tlie council had di^legated its pow- 
ers under tlie Municipal Clauses Act 
to the chief of -police, which it could 
not do. In tlie socond place it was 
arp-iied that the provision requiring a 
penait to be llrst received from the 
chief of police gave an opening for fa- 
voritism aPd oven tlie establisliinoiit 
of a monopoly which tho law would 
not permit. In sujjport of this, among 
other .'luthorltlcs, a case was cited In 
whicli a bylaw was hold invalid which 
jirovided that before a siaughterhouae 
was establLslied leave must be given 
by a .special resolution of tho city 
council. 

In reply, City Prosecutor Moore ar- 
gued that tlie city had not delegated 
its powors. It was autliorii'.ed to make 
bylaws on the aubjeel. This It hail 
dorio, ami the chief of police was a 
proper person to scr. to its enforcement. 
In regard to the second iioliit, the dis- 
tinction was drawn that tlie couiie'il 
could not be forced to pass a special 
resolution, and so thi! only relief ob- 
tulnablc was the quashing of the by- 
law. In tills case tlie superior courts 
would eomi)el the chief to issue a per- 
mit if l.t were lmpro|ierly withheld, aiul 
there was no autiiority for ipiasliing a 
bylaw wheri! such an apifeal' existed. 
The fact of there lielof^ an appeal took 
away the pos.slblllty of the jiower be- 
ing o])pressively exercised, which was 
tho only x'allil' argument against the 
en.'ictnient. 

The magistrate reserved his decision 
with leave to the prosecutor to put In 
authorities, as he had not had an op- 
portunity to look'lnto tho cases on this 
point.

The Equitable Life Building, which 
is In progress of erection at the cor- 
ner of the Rue do la Prix and tho 
Boulevard des Capuclnos, Paris, 
brought forth stormy denunciation in 
tho Chamber of Deputies. All the other 
buildings at this place, ' including the 
one which the Equitable Life 'ofBces 
win replace, are uniform In architec- 
ture, but tho new hn|l<5ing Is built In a 
different style and will rise two storeys 
higher than its neighbors. 

M. Cliastenet, deputy from Glrondo, 
made ;l complaint, which* was much 
applauded. 

"I'arls Is as yet," ho suld, "a Jiiost 
beautiful city. However, it Is being 
botched. Its beautiful lines are being 
destroyed, an all the laws are being 
broken. Behind the buildings In the 
Place de I'Etolle, .Whlcli harmonize 
with tho Arc do Tri'omphe and form a 
harmonious ensemble, some great 
hotels have been raised, which have 
destroyed the symmetry of the square 
and dislionor it. 

"How has this been possible? Be- 
cause in 1902 a decree was poBsod 
"hieli permits the construction of 
lilgher buildings. There Is a hotel in 
tile Rue de Prosbourg which Is at 
least live feet higher than is permitted. 
Tlio same thing is being done in tho 
Place de I'Opera. On the Boulevard 
des Capuclnes immonso struc.tures are 
being raised, which will destroy the 
symmetry of the square. 

"It Is necessary to repeal the law of 
1902 or modify It. 1 wish to know also 
If the MInlHtry of Fine Art. is congnl- 
zant of the plans for the new buildings 
now under construction at tho corner 
of the Rug de la Palx and the Boule- 
vard dea Capuclnes." 

In a few words M, Dujardln-Boau- 
moV/,, minister of fine arts, reminded 
tho deputies that such questions be- 
longed to the municipal council.

At a special session yesterday morn- 
ing of the Vancouver Islfind Develop- 
ment Commltte'e of ' the Board of 
Trade, W. J. Sutton, mineralogist for 
the Wellington Colliery Co., who prob- 
ably knows more about the Island than 
any man living, was present, an<l in 
an informal talk Imparted a fund of 
Information of the greatest value to 
the committee. }le gave it as lii.s 
opinion that tlie Island was .so rich 
in resources as to warrant the most 
.serious coinbhuHl effort on the part of 
both the Donilniou apd Provincial gov- 
ernment to open t(!pKt.he prospector, 
the settler and tlu; capitalist the un- 
told wealth in natural resources lying 
within it:i bordcr.s. 

One tif the tilings which Mr, Suttor, 
mentioned was that tlie coast line of 
tho Island was no less than 7,000 miles 
in extent, 5,000 of these lying on the 
West Coast. Thla was, he pointed out 
an advantage, the importance of which 
it would be almost Impossible to es- 
timate, as It premltted access to the 
resources of the country lying ad- 
jacent to the phore line. 

The Island posesses, said Mr. Sut- 
ton more timber within It.M borders 
than tlie whole of the Mainland, h'or 
many years the timber Industry would 
necessarily be the ehii'f aviMiue for 
tlie eiiiiiloyiiient o( capital and labor. 
There was the Ix st of reason for 
thinking that lln! day was not far dis- 
tant when the Unlteii Staes would ri'- 
movo tile duty oji tliiilier; and once 
this was done there would \if a boom 
In tho lumbering Industry on the Is- 
land whieli would eeliii,'ie anything 
ever seen In \\'estern Canada, 
Rich in Minerals. 
That tlie Island was \i'iy rich in 
minerals he knew of his own knov.'- 
led;;(^, and after liiiviiig spent ni.any 
ye.ar.s In prospecting and studying the 
geological formation of the country 
ho liad no ln'sltation In saying tiiat 
It would well reiiay governiiiental 
fort to take up seriously the question 
of arriving at some comiireliensivi 
knowledge of actualities In the matter 
Ho had no hesitation in saying fur 
thcr that Vancouver Island was per- 
hap.s the most dlllicult country In the 
world to explore. The greater por 
tlon of It, particularly tlio.se seotlons 
lying along the West Const, was 
ercd with a dense undprgrowth wlileh 
barred the way of tlie prospector and 
the intending settler effectually as by 
a Chinese wall. It would requin; 
the expenditure of much money to af- 
ff'Vd tho necessary facilities for get- 
ting Into the interior of the Island, 
but a start iu>uld Ije made by lunlding 
trall.s, and he strongly urged' tlie eoni- 
initteo to lose no time in jiresslng 
uiion the government action along this 
line. 

No Geological Map, 
Rojilying to Mr. Lugrin, Mr. .Sutton 
said there had never been iirejiared 
a /,'ooloBleal map of tho Island', thougli 
an attempt had been made In this 
direction la 1870. He had himself 
made his own maps, for his personal 
guidance. Bccently some of tho 
geologists of . the United States had 
visited the Island and had taken m;in.\- 
camples; and there were signs that 



In tho future the country would re- 
ceive more attention from such < 
ports. 

Col. Prior, the chairman, referring 
to the necessity of trails with which 
to .get about the country, pointed out 
to -Mr. Sutton that the I'rovlnclal gov 
eriiment had for years been urged to 
make large appropriations for Ihl.s 
puri)ose, and even now, at a time when 
there was more money in llie tri 
sury than ever before. It ought not 
to bo forgotten that the resources of 
tho government would bo heavily tax- 
ed In providiug the works made neces- 
sary by the opening up of tho vast 
interior of tho province by tho new 
railway enterprises which are nov/ 
under' way. 

Mr. Sutton agreed with this view 
of the situation and ^aldXbat perhaps 
for this reason the; Island would for 
some timo, llo under a disability ow 
Ing to the section mentioned acting 
as the superior magnet in tlie eyes 
of tho capitalist, but Vancouver Is- 
latid'.s turn would come very shortly. 

To' Mr. A. W..McCurdy, Mr. Sutton 
said lie would favor the Immediate 
construction of a system of trails 
from various supply points along the 
coast oC the Ishuid. These trails 
should run through the main valleys, 
and lie instanced the amount of ter- 
ritory which could be reached by 
building a trail Vfjorn Campbell river. 

To sum 'ufl,- lk^.'i'Sujtt9n took tho 
position that -lt.:'«ra« tire dtity of the 
various bodies on the' Island which 
are moving for Its development to 
strongly urge upon the Dominion and 
Provincial governments the necessity 
for exploratory surveys. There was 
no section of Canada v.iilch would of- 
fer better rewar<l for siudi public ef- 
fort; and his vlew.s on tliis jioint were 
heartily concurred In liy the iiienibers 
present. 

IJi'torc adjoiirnement. Col. Prior 
pointed out that this meeting was 
but preliminary to a meeting of the 
general eommittee repr(^sentativc of 
the v.-liole of the Island, and he was 
sure tliat the reeomniendations of Mr. 
Sutton would receive every consider- 
ation, and he thanked hira^ most 
heartly for tho Ihformatlon which he 
iiad imparled.

It was thought 
that possibly Knowles, who was knowii 
to have suffered from the hallucina- 
tion that he was being followed, might 
have boarded a boat or train at Van- 
couver under tho Impression tliat In so 
doing ho would dodge hia ima.glnary 
imrsuers. But If such were the case 
it is hardly likely that some word 
would not have been heard of him ore 
Ihl.s. ^Vhen ho resumed his mental 
balance he would doubtless, it is rea- 
Honed, have notUlcd his sister, who is 
living hero, having arrived after lier 
brother fro inystoriousiy ulsappjearcii. 
But not a hint of tho man's where- 
abouts has been gained. 

As a last recourse, the brother here 
will likely offer a reward for any In- 
formation tending to locate the miss- 
ing man. Circulars will be issued 
giving a description of Knowles, and 
these will be sent broadcast. This step 
appears to bo about tho only one left 
to tho brother and sister.

Take them up 
earefull.\-, witli some of the soil at- 
lached to their roots aiul set them at 
once into tlndr permanent bed. Cover 
them with leaves after setting and 
i-eniove this In tlie early spring. 

Ot course a rockery is not necessary 
to start a iu'd of these ferns. .Any 
shady place, and paying a little at- 
tention It) siipjihing natural soli con- 
ditions as far lis iiossible, will give 
good results. — Professor Ulair, in The

Without 
them a conservatory would lack a 
certain attractiveness which could not 
be obtained by growing any other 
class of plants, and so the hardy ferns 
are now beeomlng a n( c<'ssity in our 
home decoration out of doors. 

'I'liere Is usually iiii uiiliunted sii))- 
I'ly of these ferns in variety to be 
found In all iiarts of tlii' coiiiitr>-. The 
majority of these may 1)" enltjvoted 
with very little troubii' in the garden 
or ornament;il grounds. They do best 
in a i-ool, nioi.'-l situation -svhere they 
havi' full or jiartial sliiule. 

If grown in a roel»i>r.\-, those found 
growing (Pii the higlu-r l.ind.-s should 
be id;ieed at the top rind those from 
thc' low ].-inil.: ;it till- base The siiare 
hetwc.oi Wu- sle'ies of tills artil'U'ial 
i-oeli work should be I'llled with earth 
similar i., that in wlileli the .species 
gr.-w.

Jack Johnson — Born March 31st, 
1878, at Galveston, Texas. He Is « 
feet and 1-4 Inches In height, and 
weighs 195 pounds. 

Between G and 7 o'clocic this even- 
ing a bulletin should be received here 
announcing the result of the great bat- 
tle In which the two of the World's 
i^iost prominent heavyweight pugilists 
-^Tommy Burns olnd Jack Johnson — 
will engage at Sidney, Australia to- 
morrow , morning. As the < Antipodes 
are some eighteen hours ahead of 
western Canada in time, the fight fans 
of Victoria will get the news on Christ" 
n)as day. 

The Interest in this .struggle foi= .su- 
premacy among the sportsmen of Vic- 
toria is intense. Never before ha'S such 
an event been so niueli di.scus.sed in 
tliis city. Generally tlio sympathy is 
witli the plucky Can.-idian, Tommy 
Burns, who, since the reliren.ent ol' the 
unbeaten cliampion, James J. Jeffries, 
has fouglit his way to the highest pin- 
nacle in pugllirim. TIio opinion is that 
Burns will win. Jn.st what his sup- 
porters ba.S(; thinr coiilidenco on is dlf- 
llcult to H.-iy, unless it be that Anglo- 
Jjaxon blood flows through his veiny, 
that he has establlslicd the rcjjutation 
og being game through and through, 
that he thinliK iiulckly and acts like- 
wise, and that he Is going to exert 
all his faculitios, physical and mental, 
to. capture the belt. All this Is in 
favor of the Canadian, but his uiost 
nrdent admirers and well-wlshei-s do 
not forgot that he is pitted against a 
worthy opponent; that Johnson, though 
he Is a negro, Is a clover boxor, a hard 
lighter, arid, 'besides has some twenty - 
five pounds the advantage in weight 
a-3 well as possessing a longer reach. 
Therefore the outcome is awaited with 
some trepidation, it being conceded 
that the battle is likely to prove one 
that will go Into history as one of the 
fiercest In the annals of the ring. 
Records Compared 

If tho records of the two men count 
for anything there is little choice. 
Burns, or to give him his proper title, 
Noah Brunso, has been a principal in 
some fifty-two batt'.es, three of which 
he lost. On November 29tli, 1902, he 
lost to Mike Sehreck, In the tenth 
rouno at Detroit. On the 7th of Oc- 
tober In 1004 he succumbed ^.to Jack 
O'Brien in the third round^t Mil- 
waukee while on tho 17th of October 
1905, ho was beaten by T. J. Sullivan 



in the twentieth round at Los Angeles. 
iy. 1301 Johnson fell before the 
prowess of Joe Choynski in the third 
round at Galveston. He lost to Jlar- 
viii Hart in the twentieth at San 
Francisco, Cal., on March IS, 190S. A 
foul gave Joe Jennctto the decision 
over hini in a light which took place 
at Philadelphia on the 2oth of J\o- 
vember. It lasted two rounds.

Capt. L. P, Locke of the Amui 
.■Tells of an Eventful Christ- 
mas Day 



; TjH'E LOSS OF THE TEMPO 



Experiences of Siiipwrecl<ecl 
Company Off Cape Hatter- 
as Many Years Ago 



"A Merry Christmas." said Capt. L. 
T?, Locke, of the steamer Amur, now 
bciriH: overliaiiled al E.s(iiiliiuilt. "1 can 
roiiK'Hibiii' a Clirl.stiua;: luiit; y<'arK HKo, 
thoush that was i'ar luss iil.jasani. 

"In the wint-cr of 1S73-4, I was matt; 
Of the brlgantlno Tempo In llio West 
India trade, sailing from St. John, 
N.B., to the I.sland uf Cuba witli lum- 
ber and back to iS'ew Yoi-lt with sugar 
cargo. My lust voyage in her was 
this time of year, and it was a Christ- 
mas not BO pleasant as the present. 
We left Saqua La Grand, in the Isle 
of Cuba, about £>cc. 15, 1873, laden 
with sugar. Our crew consisted ot 
captain, mate, quarter-mate and live 
seamen, cook and cabin boy. There 
■was in the fo'CBle two Norwegians, one 
Swede, one Italian and one Nova 
Scotian. The captain, mysel£ and 
second mate were native .'son.s of the 
maritime provinces. Leavintj yaqiia 
the weather -was very line. Tliu trade 
winds carried us towards tlic Kull" 
stream, which we cnl.jred olT the coast 
of Georgia, and all went well witli us. 
Of course we striiclc the usual zone 
where it is nearly always calm, where 
the water abounds with ll>'ing lisli, 
dolphin shark and many and varied 
Idnds of fish. I rememl)er on the voy- 
age we caught many Hying llsh, several 
dolphin and a few. sharks. In <iue lime 
we got into the variable winds and 
from that time on we experienced gale 
after gale, lirst from s(jutlieast llien 
from Jiorthwest, until our poor little 
ship was badly strained. Tills went 
on till we were oft Cape Hatteras, 
about 200 miles, on December 23. It 
liad been blowing all day and at niglit 
the wind increased until at 1 p.m. it 
was blowing a whole gale with sons 
breaking over our sliip, wliicli was un- 
der lower topsail arul foresail, ^\■e liad 
run her so long that now we could 
not heave too. The sea \\as running 
so high that our little ship v.-aa under 
water nearly the whole of the time. 
At 11.30 p.m. I saw through the dark- 
ness something wrong .'■orward. It was 
aliiaost impossible to get along the deck 
without being swept overboard, but 1 
got far enough to see tliat our Jib- 
boom and bowsprit ■was standing on 
end. The t}ob-stays had been carried 
away, and there was nothing to hold 
the foremast from falling aft on deck 
or- over the side. At midnight the 
vessel broached to, that is to say, she 
got on the top of a heavy sea and 
would not steer any longer. Then the 
masts came down on the run. On 
Christmas morning, just after miil- 
nlght, our ship wa.s a wreck, lier 
formost half gone just above the decit, 
lier mainmast was broke below tlie 
deck and had torn the deck up so that 
the water was pouring Into lier hold, 
liy I a.m. we were in a bad plight, and 
most people, especially sailors, would 
think that we were doomed. But, 
•there's a dear little cherub that sits 
up aloft to keel) watch over the life 
of poor .lack"; and so it must have - 
been in tli;s (jur case.

and with a boat hatchet lashed to my 
I'.. :n, I got down and cut ti.e stay. How 
- got down and up again >1 cannot re- 
member; but I did. 1 was nearly 
drowned. Nearer ^.liaii I ever hope tu 
be again. After the stay was cut the 
ship driCted over, the wreckage ;ind 
swung round, liead to wind, anci.ored, 
as it were, by the bowsprit shiouds. 
W'e lay to leeward of the wreckage, 
and of course this broke the sea and 
wo were more comfortable. This duni,, 
some one said breakfast. Ijreakfasfr 
How could we get it. No stove nor 
fresh water — our food all destroyed by 
the sea water. But We had a cook ana 
he had been thinking. He said v.'.- 
would try the lazerette. Now tlie la'-; 
arette wua as far aft as we could gel 
under the quarter dock, and on tliis oc- 
casion the only dry place in the qhlp 
In that place there happened to tad 
stowed two barrels of claret as cargo, 
and some sacks of hard bread, wliicll 
liad been partly condemned as food, 
but kept for an emergency such aa 
this. We had breakfast — wine and bis- 
cuits—food for the gods, and ii was 
enjoyed far more than any Christmas 
brealifast since. About this time the 
wind came around in the opposite di- 
rection and the weather became cold, 
freezing. So we all got around the 
pumps to keep warm. Wo pumped for 
dead life, and now that the Tempo was 
free of the broken spars and riding 
head to wind, we managed to pump her 
out. But, before we had her half 
pumped out, however, some one (the 
laptaln, I think) cried out 'Sail ho 
There was a sail, but too far oft to see 
us, and some hopes fell (julckly. After 
this nothing happened except the 
clanking^ of the old pump, till about 3 
fell across the i ISien another sail hove In sight. 



Fighting for life, Capt. Thomas and 
the crew of the-Britlsh ship Boadicea 
which sailed Into Boyal Koads yester- 
day, 32 flays froln San l^ancisco to 
load lumber at Hastings mills for the 
United Kingdom worked day after day 
for a week after the ballast shifted 
during a hurricano encountered Dec. 
10, when the ship was Isftthe latitude 
of the Columbia river on her way 
north. Soon after the tug drojipeil 
the Boadicea oft tho Golden Gate on 
Nov. 23, ar strong northwest gale was 
encountered and the balla.st was 
started as tho vessel rolled badly, liav- 
Ing to carry conslderaljle'- sail to keep 
off tho land. Day aftcT day strong 
winds were encountered and it w.as 
over two weeks before tne vessel was 
worked north of tlia latitude of the 
Golden Gate. On the night of Dec. 
10, :i strong gale Ijlew with great vio- 
lence! from the northwest, the ship 
rolling so that the lips of lier yards 
tcuiched the sea. Capt. Thomas was 
shaken from his Inmk, liis sectant was 
bumjied from its jilace and broken 
.■ind tho chronometer Jumped from its 
idace, while tl;e ballast, which iiad 
been started during tlio previous gale 
sliifted, lea\-ing tlu; vessel lying listed 
liadly and ndling so that it .seemed 
slie would turn turtle. Capt. Tliomas 
and the majority of the crew hurried 
into the hold, to trim the shifted bal- 
last, shovelling /or tlioir lives as the 
sand contlnui'd to heave up and fall 
over uiion them with every roll of the 
ship as she carivned from beam to 
beam in the heavy sea, while the galo 
whistled through her rigging. The- 
toms were broken, floors wrecked, and 
It seemed that nothing^ could be done 
to sav(^ the ship. As the ballast piled 
up and shifted with every roll the 
fatigued ship's company worked only 
as men work who know that th& price 
of their work is their lives. 

The salvation of tho Boadicea wa.s 
duo to an Idea of Capt. Thomas, Ho 
got out ten large sails,' about a thou- 
sand dollars worth of canvas, and 
making one end of tho sail fast to a 
midship stanchion, he lashed the other 
end to the ship's side, and Into the 
sail the sand was shovelled. Then the 
busy s.ailormen sewed up the canvas 
will; its load of sand, milking a long 
bag which was made fast on top of the 
shifting ballast to hold it !n place. 
Ten b'lg sails were used in this way, 
and the .^ihlftlng sand was trinimeii 
and the shl]) brouglit up on an even 
keel while she still rolled liijavily. 

Three strong gales were encounter- 
ed, the third ,.in the ^udghborhood of 
the entrance to tho straits off wlilch 
the Boadicea. arrived ten dav.s ago. 
The s.and-nlled sails held the ballast 
securely during the third gale, how- 
ever. Threi- times tlie ship made tho 
land. On the lirst occasion she came 
within sight of Cajie Beale light, ne.xt 
.<:he ni.ade Carm.anah and tho third 
time was lirnught up near Tatoosh. 
The wind blew heavily seaward and 
she was again driven out to se.a. Com- 
ing uji into tile olralts on Wednc'^day 
night no tugboats were seen and Capt. 
Thomas decided to sail up. His ves- 
sel will bo towed to ■Vancouver today 
to load.

Therefore the ship was like a lialf-tido 
rock; however, we managed to do this 
by lashing eacli other to the railings. 
After this was done we had to clear 
>. tho wreckage from the bottom of the 
vessel, for she was leaking badly, and 
the wreckage .under the bottom was 
not improving matters, 

"We thought that about the only 
thing holding us was the rigging which 
we cut but the ship would not swing 
after wo cut this. We cut everything 
that we could think of that kept 
the wreckage from swinging to wind- 
ward. Wo knew that if we could get 
that accomplished our craft would lie 
all right. Anyway, we had to wait 
till daylight. In the mfanlime we ex- 
amined tho pumps and souiiderl the 
holds. Wo found our pumiis broken, 
aild four feet of water In the hold. Wo 
rigged Iho one iniinp anrl started to 
Ijunip her out. of course, we had to 
take turns at the jinmii, and whilst 
pumping wc wi;re lashed there;, for 
every sea lli.at came .along was high 
over our heads. Oilskins and He.), 
boots were of no use. We were wet 
through and likely to i-eniain so for 
hours to come, if v»'i; liv(Hl. 

"Well, daylight eventu.ally came, and 
(hi.s was Christmas morning. None 
but a sailor or one who has been 
through such .'in experience, can pic- 
ture our condition. Life was scarcely 
worth llvin.g at that time; yet we all 
struggled to save that life. A\'e sound- 
inl ag.-iin and found that we had done 
very Utile to di'y tho ship, so v.'c turn- 
ed our ,'ittcntlou lo tlu: wreckage un- 
der tho bottom. AV'e found tliat It 
was lield by the bowsprit shroud.s for- 
ward, and .1. turn of Konie of tho .'jLays 
around tho top of the rudder. The rig- 
ging In those day.^ was hem]) .and not 
wire, as today. Wo Iiad to, cut tho sta>' 
elcar of tlio rudder .and how this could 
be done In micli a, sea was a <|ueslloii. 
Men could not be driven to such a 
thing, so it was to lie voluntarily. Of 
course tllo mate mtist always be tho 
leading man. At 9 a. m. the wind had 
moderated and tho sea w.ns not Lircik- 
Ing 60 heavily. I got Into a Ij^owUnc 



coming towards us. We got an old 
boat-hook and lashed it up to the 
wheel, sotting our flag on It, union 
down, as a distress signal. The ves- 
sel also passed ua after passing a long 
distance, we saw him wear ship and 
come back. He had seen us. He pass- 
ed again and hoisted the Stars and 
Stripes, to show us that he would stand 
by. We cheered. He could not talce 
us off that night for the sea was run- 
ning too high, and no boat .could live. 
Another night oh the old brig, and 
Christmas night was scarcely merry 
under those conditions. We worried 
whether the vessel would hold up till 
morning. A long dreary night It was. 
It is said that there is a very thin 
line between anxiety and fear. Well, 
I tell you, we did not know where to 
draw the lino that night. I cannot de- 
scribe it, so I will not try. I will leave 
It to tile imagination. Every night 
must have a morning, and ours came 
in time. At daylight we wore all look- 
ing out for our friend of tho 'Stars and 
Stripes,' but lie was not in sight. An 
hour after daylight he hove In sight 
coming towards us. 15y tlils time the 
sea had gone down and the wind liad 
died out. Wo got ijur boat ready, the 
only one we had left. He also got his 
boat in the water. The weather was 
not setth^d by any means. Ho it was, 
hurry uii and get away. We got on 
board the hark, which proved to bo tho 
I'^Jitli Hose, of Now York, bound from 
Callao lo her homo port with guano. 
There was a funny incident us wo 
boarded, One of the sailors on board 
the icditli Itose recognized one of our 
men as a friend, and sang out: . 

" 'Hello, Hans; how you vas, olo 
man'.' A merry Christmas, by gott.' " 

"AVe Just got nicely on botird tho 
Kdlth lUi.so when the wind began to 
blow as h.ard as over, and by dark wo 
were under recited topsails. New York 
was reached on New "^'ear's Day, 1,S7I, 
with nothing liut the clothing tliat we 
stood up In. The urderclothlng I had 
belonged to the captain of the lOdlth 
Hose. Clod bless him. 

It may he 11 sired why we left tho old 
brig? Wliy ,:id wo not rig jury inasts 
;md get her In port. Well, you see tho 
w.ater in tho hold wotted tho sugar In 
ili.i Imver casks, which broke up and 
the wholo cargo was adrift when wc 
left her."

After discuBslitg the importance of the 
improved service projected by tho 
C.P.R. to Hongkong the writer speaks 
of the competition that will arise fol- 
lowing the completion of tho Grand 
Trunk Pacllle railway to Prlnco 
Kupert and says; 

"The C.P.U. is not lll:e!y to remain 
under .any handicap in this resix'ct 
that can be avoided and the cx|)ecta- 
tion is tluit Vancouver Isl.and may 
have its advantag(.:a realised." 

The Hongkong pajier therein sounds 
another note regarding the necessity 
of considering tlie question of port 
improvement. Other ports are awake 
to the needs of imiiroving tlielr harbor 
works. Tho Vancouver Province calls 
Attention to tho need of Improving 
tho entrance to 'Vancouver harbor to 
remove tho possibility of such ac- 
cidents as that to the steamer Olen- 
farg which tho 'Vancouver paper says 
"will count against Vancouver in the 
ocean sliipplng records.''

Im- 
medittte improvements to tlie entrance 
lo it, h.as been urged long and vlgor- 
ou.sly by 'J'he Prov.ncc!. It has been 
talten up by tho Board of Trade "and 
olher bodies also, .and representations 
made to Ottawa without, as yet, how- 
ever, meeting with any adequate re- 
sponse. We have been assured on 
more than one occasion that steps 
would bo taken to dredge the narrows 
and erect lights for tho bcncnt of 
.shipping. No effort has so far been 
displayed to make these promises ef- 
fective. To no Hinall degree the city 
uuthoritles and local public bodies are 
responsible for this f.allure. They have 
not been at all Insistent enough. They 
have not kept hammering it into the 
heads of the meinliiTs of tlK! govern- 
ment that these Imjirovements arc 
not only necessary, but immediately 
necessary. In tho Interests not meic ly 
of Vancouver but of Canadian trade. 
With one of the very. best, natural 
harbors in itlio world, « the most per- 
f(!ct securlt^tshould be ofteroa to ship- 
ping not oii'o.' In port but in entering 
and leavlng'it. And with the remedy- 
ing of a few def(!cts to tlie channel, 
wliich would not 'involve anj'^iirohlbl-

Above all this was the vital consider- 
ation of keeping them fit for tlie very 
exhausting work that fell to them on 
board shlj), and to liave them ready 
at all times tu light tiie guns If that 
became necessary. In other words, 
good food meant good men — certainly 
not a new discoverj'. 

To meet the demands of the occa- 
sion the department utilized the two 
naval supply ships Glacier and Culgoa 
These vessels were entirely overhaul-
